-| cabinet Ministers 
Visit Gleichen 


On Wednesday evening of last 
week, Hon. Chas. Stewart, Minister 
of Municipalities and the Hon. C. 
R. Mitchell, Minister of Public 
Works in the Alberta Government 
addressed a public meeting in the 
GJeichen Opera House. 

Although, at the present time,no 
political campaign is in evidence, 
yet a fair sized audience greeted the 
speakers and gave the closest at- 
tention from the beginning to the 
end of their lucid and instructive 
ad dresses, heartily applauding their 
remarks on reveral occasions. 

Though advertised to commence 
at 8 p.m., yet it was nearly 9 when 
the chairman and speakers wended 
their way to the platform to begin 
the evening’s program. 

Mr. Wm. Service, president of the 
Gleichen Liberal Association occu- 
pied the chair and briefly introdu- 
ced the speakers. 

The Hon, Mr. Stewart on rising 
to address the audience spoke of the 
pleasure it gave him to be present 
and meet the citizens of Gleichen. 
Owing to the fact that the meeting 
was held between campaigns, the 
large audience present was un evi- 
dence of the interest taken in the 
administration of affairs. 

Visiting the different sections of 
the country, and coming in contact 


with the peuple of the vasiowis loos! | 


ites, the members of the govern- 
ment were in a better position toin 
troduce legislation to meet the re- 
quirements of the province, 

Pussing to his own department, 
Mr. Stewart spoke briefly on the 
‘Yown’s Act, and the act for the 
creation of Rural Municipalies, In 
speaking of the first, he intimated 
that legislation would be introduced 
at the coming session to relieve the 
difficulty which many towns found 
in financing on a single tax basis. 

Among the advantages of the 
Municipal Act mentioned by the 
s peaker were ;~1st, the simplifying 
of matters, under L. I. Districts, 
the Government would have to con- 
fer with the several councils, tnder 
the Municipality there would bo 
but one council, ad, That where 
work bad tu be done in several LI, 
Districts there often arose a diffur- 
ence of opiniuns between the dis- 
tricts, these disputes, the Munici- 
pality did away with much friction 
He disposed of severul statements 
regarding increased taxation and 
the reported unwillingness of the 
Government to aid municipalities, 
showing they had no foundation 
whatever. He also spoke of the in- 
crease in number of these munici- 
palities and hoped that next yeat, 
instead of being 62, there would be 
would be over 100, 

Briefly touching on the Elevator 
legislation to be introduced at the 
coming session, Mr, Stewart brought 
a pleasing and instructive address to 
a close, 

In answer to a question from Mr. 
W.W. Brown, Mr. Stewart said, 
Saskatchewan was eo well satisfied 
with the Municipal Act, that they 
were now making it compulsory for 
all L. I. Districts to come under its 
workings. 

‘The Hon. Mr, Mitchell, in open: 
ing his remarks, took exception to 
the statement that an electioti was 
not in sight, but speaking for him- 
self, let it come when it may, as a 
member of the government, he was 
willing to stand or fall on the record 
of the administration, and he had 
| no hesitation in saying that Alberta 
would continue to trust the Liberal 
party with her affairs, as she had 


done ever since she had been created | 


f province. 

Regarding roads and bridges, he 
said that up tothe year 1912 the 
money spent on the roads and brid- 
ges of the province had been taken 
out of the current revenue of the 
province and though amounting to 
some six or seven hundred thous- 
and dollars a year, yet it was insuf- 
fi cient to adequately do the work re 
quired, so that to supplement it, last 
year the province had borrowed and 
had ‘practically spent on the roads 
and bridges of the province, $1000- 
000 additional, and to keep pace 
with the requirements of the prov- 
ince further amounts would have to 
be borrowed and expended. 

He stated that large amounts had 
been spent on roads, bridges and 
telephone extension in this constit- 
uency, even though it was represent 
ed by a member of the opposition, 
he hoped the electors would remedy 
their mistake at the next election. 

Of the Preyincial debt he said 
the province had more than value 
for every dollar of it in the improy- 
ed roads, the bridges, public build- 
ings, telephone system, etc. 

Mr. Mitchell said that the quest- 
ion was not dead, but a question 
that must be solved, Continuing, 
he criticised the Borden for not car- 
rying out its pledges regarding the 
restoration of the Natural Resour- 
ces to the province. 

After giving a brief sketch of the 
achievements of the Liberal govern- 


in the five years of its existence he! 


forecastéd Tire pihogran, of uur ode 
ing session, the elevator question, 
cheaper money for.the farmer, the 
hardest question of all, trunk roads, 
continuance of railway policy of the 
guaranteeing bonds, congratulating 
Gleichen that this policy had forced 
the C.P.R. to a constructive pro- 
gram by which this town would 
benefit. 

Briefly he summed up the quest- 
ions that the governmet must solve 
as follows :— 

1,—The Elevator Situation. 

2—Cheaper money for farmers. 

8—Our natural resources. 
4—Trunk roads. 

5—Railway extension. 

6~Telephone extension, 

7—Wider markets. 

At the conclusion of the addrees- 
es an opportunity was given to ask 
questions, after which Mayor Bray 
moved and Mr. W. W. Brown sec- 
onded motion that a vote of thanks 
be extended to the speakers. ‘This 
was carried unanimously and Chair 
man Service presented it in pleas- 
ing style.

finding six coins. This created much 
interest in the Point Micheau gold, so 
that hundreds went there. The 
beach was plowed and dragged, but no 
more gold was got at the time 

The piece owned by Mr, Almon was 
found last June and and owned by 
Mr, Taylor. It was obtained through 
Wm. M. Murphy of Point Micheau. 
The coins were all of gold, dated 1725 
to 1780, Mr. Almon states. that in 
his French histories mention has been 
made of ships leaving France with 
gold for Louisburg, and he thinks 
that through further study the story 
of this ship could be secured in full 
detail in some of the histories or 
from the French navy records.

An Object Lesson

There is an old adage somewhere 
that says ‘‘some (men) have great- 
ness thrust upon them.’’ The story 
that I am to tell is one of a man 
who became great in the agricultur- 
al world without knowing it. 

In brief the tale is this : A man 
bought wheat seed, sowed it on or- 
dinary land, showed it at the seed 
fair where it got nothing, sold it for 
a dollar, and it won a first prize in 
competition with the world.) 

In detail, this is what happened, 
Henry Salmon, who lives in Ray- 
mond and farms a small piece of 
land just outside the town, bought 
some Red Fife wheat for seed. That 
was back in 1908. He sowed it that 
year and next year used the result- 
ant product for all his wheat land.

Henry Salmon showed the medal 
to the writer at the time of this in- 
terview. Those who were fortunate 
enough to visit the Dry-farming 
Congress at Lethbridge last fall 
may have seen this medal on this 
man marching before a brass band 
and hailed by the citizens of his 


gatherings,

The land had not been summerfal- 
lowed or tilled in any special way 
and the seed was put in broadcast. 
Two horses and a handplow did all 
that was done in the way of prepar- 
ation. After seeding it was levelled 
with a plank. Enough for seeding. 

“Providence must have meant 
that seed to win a world’s prize’’, 
said Henry Salmon to the writer,‘ 
never tried for it.’’ 

What Henry Salmon did was to 
show a bushel of the wheat at a 
seed fair in his home town after it 
was sown in 1909. But it didn’t get 
a prize, ‘Tuo dirty,’’ the judge 
sail, Well it was dirty. Henry 
Salmon knew it was dirty, but it 
was only a Raymond Fair and he 
didn’t care. 

The Judge knew, however{ tliat 
Henry Salmon had good wheat, so 
after the judging was completed he 
offered the grower a dollar bill for 
his wheat, Henry took it of course. 
he wheat wasn’t worth it he 
thought, and he would not turn 
down a good offer like that. So the 
bushel was taken to Lethbridge. 

In the fall, 1909, there was held 
at Omaha, Neb., a corn exposition, 
Competition was open to the world, 
and Canada was in it. The city of 
Lethbridge had an exhibit prepar- 


ing for the exposition, and Henry | 


salmon’s bushel of Rel Fifs wheat 
was put in. 
thought to be so good that it waa 
entered in the competition open to 
the world. It had to be entered in 
the grower’s nume and Ifenry Sul- 
mon was the grower, 8» the busliel 


of Red Fife wheat was entered at | 


Oinaha in Henry Salmon’s name. 

Now Henry Salmon was not well- 
known in Lethbridge ; at least he 
was not at that time, and the fact 
that the bushel of wheat war good, 
did not necessarily mean that those 
who knew it must aszociate it with 
the name of the grower. Anyway 
it captured the prize offered for the 
best wheat in the world, and then 
the promoters of the Lethbridge ex- 
hibit began to look around for the 
grower. There was some gold for 
him and to it they had no right, So 
they asked where Henry Salinon 
was. Nobody knew. The judge had 
left Lethbridge who had bought the 
wheat and no trace of the owner of 
the precious bushel of {Red Fife 
could be found. 

The newspapers took the matter 
up. They advertised but still noth-

mon, At last one day a nelglbor 
talking with Mr. Salmon asked him 
if he had ever sent any wheat to 
Omaba. Mr. Salmon answered that 
he had not, but that he had suld 
what he showed at the seed fair at 
Raymond to a man in Lethbridge. 
It was finally worked out that this| 
prize winning wheat was one and 
the same as that grown by the Ray- 
mondite,

NEWSPAPER LAW | 


1.—The postmaster is required to give notice by letter (returning the 
paper does not answer the law) when a subscriber does not take his paper out 
of the office, and state the reason for its not being taken, A neglect to do 
this makes the postmaster responsible to the publisher for payment, 


2,.—If any pepecn orders his paper discontinued he must pay all arrear- 
ages, or the publisher may continue to send it until payment is made, and 
collect the whole amount whether the paper is taken from the office or not. 
There can be no legal discontinuance until payment is made, 


%,—Any person who takes a paper out of the postoffice, whether direct- 
rr to his name or not or whether he has subscribed or not, is responsible for 
the pay. . 


4,—If a subscriber orders his paper atonped and the publisher continues 


to seud,the subscriber is bound to pay for it if he takes it from the postoffice 
This proceeds upon the ground that man must pay for what he uses, 


5,—The courts have decided that refusing to take newspapers or period- 
icals from the postoffice or removing, leaving them ‘uncalled or, is opine. 
facie evidence of intentional fraud. ‘

Manitoba Farmers are Asking for no 
Favors, and are Willing to Enter In- 
to Competition With the World 
in selling their Wheat on the British 
Market—Would Protect Consumers. 
London.—Premier Asquith, who re- 

ceived the freedom of the city of Dun 

dee, aildressed a meeting of the con 
stituents of Kast Fife and dealt with 
the recent speeches of Bonar Law and 

Austen Chamberlain on food taxation

Thes« 
who if food taxes were 
imposed, are believed to benefit by 
them. 

This is the voice of Manitoba, hear 
what they say: Newspaper despatches 
Indicate that a movement is afoot in 
Great Britain to tax foreign wheat in 
order to give preference to wheat 
from the overseas Dominions, It is 
stated the intention is to refer the 
question to the overseas Dominions 
This is a vital matter to the farmers 
of Canada, and as president of the 
Manitoba Grain Growers’ Association. 
I wish to call your attention to a re- 
solution unanimously adopted on Jan- 
uary 8: That this convention oppose 
any prefential tariff scheme that wili 


give Western grain growers a higher 


price for their grain at the expense 
of the British workingman. 

- The letter to Premier Asquith pro- 
ceeds as follows: 

Manitoba farmers believe that the 
British trade policy is a British ques- 
ton entirely and resent any attempt 
on the part of Canadian interests to 
interfere with matters whic’ affect 
the British people alone. When it 
is suggested that the question be re- 
ferred to the overseas Dominions we 
consider we should give expression to 
our views, particularly the grain grow- 
ers of Western’ Canada, who are the 
Jargest exporters in the British Em- 
pire, and that Great Britain is our 
chief market at the present time 
We wish the people of Great Britain 
to distinctly understand that we have 
no desire to place any additional bur- 
den on the British consumer for our 
benefit. We believe that any pre- 
ference given to wheat from the over 
seas Dominions will simply result in 
an increased cost to the British con- 
sumer. We are quite willing to face 
the world's competition in the Brit- 
ish market and are anxious only that 
British manufacturers should be given 
free access to the Canadian markets. 

Concluding, Premier Asquith said 

The relations between the Mothor 
Country and her great Dominions have 
never been more intimate and affer- 
tionate. In the creation of the 
South African Union and upon the 
grant ‘of responsible government to 
the Transvaal we see a triumph of 
Liberal principles and the Liberal pol- 
icy. and throughout the Empire there 
ig éverywhere a growing resolve for 
closer co-operation in the great and 
common task of Imperial defence.

THE SUNDAY SCHOOL 


| FOR FEB, 9, 1913 


Text of the Lesson, Gen. ix, 811— 
Memcry Verses, 15, 16—Golden Text 


Gen. ix, 13 —Commentary Prepar 
| ed by Rev. D. M. Stearns. 


As to the record of the deinge and 
the whole story of Noah, these few 
words from the Lord Jes Christ, 
“As it was in the days of Noah" (Luke 
xvil, 26), establish us and cause us 
to say to any who question the record, 
You are standing against Jesus 
Christ, for He indorsed the record of 
;Adam and Eve, Cain and Abel, Noal 


and Lot, Elijah and Wlisha, Dantet 
Jonah and all else, and to doubt Hts 
word is to doubt the living end true 
God, for He only said wha‘ the Father 
told Him to say (John xii 48, 49), 
and He Himself was true G: "Away 


h all unbelief, whatever it may be 
called, scholarship, new theology, theo- 
sophy or aught else, for it is all from 
j the evil one, the god of this world. 
Let us he “most surely believers, 
knowing the certainty of all thines 
written in the Scriptures, He who 
|sent the waters on the earth also 
jcaused them to abate, and just five 
months after the waters began to in- 
crease the ark rested (chapter vili, 3. 
4; compare vii, 11). 

It was over two months longer be- 
fore the tops of the mountains were 
seen and forty days more before Noah 
sent forth a raven and a dove, Tue 
raven, being an unclean bird, could 
rest on any dead carcass and there 
were no doubt plenty floating about. 
The dove, being a clean bird, found 
no resting place and returned to the 
ark. These birds are suggestive of 
two classes of people—those who can 
rest on and enjoy all dead things 
and those who find rest only in 
Christ, the true ark. The Holy Spir- 
it in the form of a dove found His 
first perfect resting place in Christ. 
Yet He comes to such as we are, sin- 
ners who find refuge in our ark, Jesus 
Christ, and He eondescends to dwell 
in us and abide with us and reveal 
Christ to us and through us. In 
Noah and the story of the ark we see 
perfect obedience, for he did accord- 
ing to all that God commanded him 
(chapters vi, 22; vil, 5). 

The Lord called him In and shut 
him in, and although the waters were 
dried up from off the earth in a little 
less than eleven months from the 
time that Noah entered the ark, h2 did 
not leave the ark until fully twelve 
months and seventeen days had 
passed (chapters vii, 10, , and vill 
18, 14), and then not unt!! Gol spake 
j; unto him, saying: Go forth from the 
ark (viii, 15,16). A life of obetience 
to the word of God and rest in the 
will of God is possible to every true 
child ‘of God. Notice Noah’s altar 
unto the Lord and his burnt offering 
and the Lord's acceptance of it. He 
was the Lord's own, of the line of 
Abel, truly redeemed, seeing his own 
sinfulness and trusting in redemption 
jand acceptance only by the blood of 
the sacrifice. He was an heir of the 
righteousness which is by faith and 
by his faith and obedience condemned 
the world (Heb| xi, 7). The world 
does not like to be condemned. 

In chapter ix, 1, 7, we see, as every- 
where, that the blessing of the Lord 
meant fruitfulness, multiplication and 
‘abundance. I am often reminded of 
Prov. x, 22; R.V., “The blessing of 
the Lord maketh rich, and toil addeth 
nothing thereto.” As in salvation, 
| so in service, all must be of the Lord, 
and apart from Him all is vain, use- 
less, nothing. This is _the first time 
that we find an altar mentioned In 
the Bible, but the first sacrifice is seen 
in Gen, ii, 21. Both altar and sac- 
rifice point on to Golgotha, where by 
the sacrifice of Himself He purged 
our sins (Heb. 1, 3; ix, 11-14). 

In this record of the deluge and in 
connection with the ark we have the 
first mention of a covenant (vi, 17), 
and in our lesson chapter the coven- 
ant is mentioned just seven times. A 
|covenant #enerally required two part- 
‘es and if either failed the covenant 
fell through. This, however, is an 
unconditional’ covenant in which God 
assumes all the responsibility and 
says what He will do cr will not do 
for His own sake, because He is God. 
He ecnlls it “My covenant” and “the 
everlasting covenant” (15, 18), in 
which He assures Noah that He will 
never again destroy the earth with a 
flood of water. 
| Then He graciously calls Noa‘'s at- 
tention to the bow in the cloud, say- 
ing: “1 dO set My bow in the cloud, 
jand in condescension to our weakness 
| He says: “1 will look upon it that I 
‘may remember" (verses 18, 16). On 
the same line of thought He says to 
Israel: “Put me in remembrance; let 
us plead together” (Isa. xiii, 26). The 
rainbow is mentioned in the Bible on 
just four different occasions, here and 
‘in Ezek. i, Rev. iv and x, and four 
is the great world number. 

In Rey. iv, it is a green rainbow, 
which is very suggestive for several 
reasons, one being that green is 
/earth’s prominent color, and He is 
there seen taking possession of the 
earth in connection with a purification 
by judgment. Peter tells us that as 
water the world that now is, is reserv- 
ed into fire, but we look for new heav- 
ens and a new earth wherein dwelleth 
righteousness (11 Pet. ii, 5-138). Ho 
also tells us in the same chapter that 
many will seoff at these things, as 
|no doubt they scoffed at Noah's pre 
diction of a deluge, but the day of the
